Mr. Fox, 
Dear friend, 


After seeing you this morning in reference to asking for a sick leave of a short time, and 
after you had told me you had seen Mr. Steele, and that you had no power in the matter. I went 
several times to see Mr. Steele in reference to getting permission for the same, he utterly refused 
to give to give me any attention, only making answer to walk up stairs. Remarking several times 
he would mark me for this. I then told him I would have to sign a paper and go home. As I was 
not showing enough to adjust, having been away sick part of last week, and was here now 
contrary to doctors orders. I signed a paper to that effect an Mr. Cowning took charge of it. Now 
I have just received a notice of suspension for violation of orders. I fail to see where I violated 
any orders as I told him I would be unable to remain. It was not the going up stairs I was 
protesting against, for I have always gone heretofore, about as willing by as any one. Perhaps 
this is the means he has taken to carry out his threat of marking me. Now I leave it to your own 
good sense and judgement weather I violated any rule. I was simply to sick to work. I beg you 
will reconsider the order of Suspension, and make it no longer than Monday, after knowing all 
these circumstances.
